Visits have been made to instruct moth- 
ers and expectant mothers in the hygiene of 
maternity and infancy, and in some instances, 
to demonstrate care. Visits have been made 
to homes where there has been Tuberculosis 
and acute communicable diseases, to assist 
the patient to receive adequate medical care 
and to help to protect his family and the 
community from its spread, 


Fryeburg, recognizing the importance of 
keeping the well child, well, has continued 
to make available the Child Health Confer- 
ences to all infants and pre-school children 
not under the supervision of a private phy- 
Sician. Four conferences were heid during 
the summer months with Dr. Davies and- Dr, 
Dore as examining physicians. 


The attendance was larger than the pre- 
vious year with a total of 60 children at- 
tending. Immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox was of- 
fered. Although the conferences held showed 
pleasing results, we know that infants and

small children need continuous medical su- 
pervision, and it is to be hoped that the 
children are being checked periodically by 
their family physicians, We have not, as 
yet, been able to work out a plan for month- 
ly conferences in Fryeburg. 


Again this year, health examinations of 
school children in selected grades, were done 
and 111 of these were completed in December, 
A few parents accompanied their children at 
the time of the examination. It is usually 


more significant when the parent accompanies - 


the child as an excellent opportunity is 
provided for a consultation with the doctor, 
nurse and sometimes the teacher, regarding 
noe, Tindings, .It is to be hoped. that ‘the 
coming year will see more parent participa- 
tion. 


Follow-up work is now being done by the 
nurse, Whenever possible, children found to 
have handicapping defects are referred to 
their private physicians. Children to whom 
private care is not available are referred 
to the Cardiac and Crippled Children's Clin- 
ics held under the direction of the State, 


As is the custom, in the month of March, 
the town officials, through your local Health 
Officer, offered free vaccination against 
smallpox, to the town. At the request of 
the P, T. A., «your Health Council arranged 
a meeting at which Miss Dorothy Bryant, Asso- 
ciate Director of Dental Health, State Bu- 
reau of Health, was the speaker, She ex- 
plained a value of fluoridation in relation 
to dental decay. During the following July, 
& program was carried on whereby topical 
applications of fluorine were offered to the 
children of Fryeburg. 


The Health Council has been of invalu- 
able. assistance to the nurse in arranging 
programs and supplying volunteer service for 
the activities carried on. It is planned 
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that in the coming year, further study of 
community health needs will be made and em- 
phasis placed on Health Education Programs, 


I take this opportunity to extend to the 
town officials, the physicians, the school 
personnel and the Health Council, my sincere 
appreciation for their interest and co-oper- 
ation.

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REPORT OF MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 


Fryebur 
January, 195 


For the first year, Fryeburg children 
have received sodium fluoride applications 
for the partial prevention of dental decay 
plus mouth health education. Efforts of the 
Parent-Teacher Association and Health Coun- 
cil provided the services of a registered 
dental hygienist during a 19 day period in 
July, 1953 to give these applications to 106 
children, Sodium fluoride applications, when 
given at the right ages with the specified 
technique, usually prevent about one-half 
the dental decay that ordinarily occurs, 


A more effective and cheaper method of 
dental decay prevention is the adjustment of 
the fluoride content of the drinking water 
POO cue Lovell. of 1 Dpant of Tlupride to 1 
million parts of water. This method of pre- 
vention is now used in more than 800 commu- 
nities serving more than 15 million people. 
Children who grow up using these fluoride- 
adjusted water supplies have 65 percent less 
dental decay than do others’ who do not have 
this advantage. All towns with public water 
supplies would do well to change to this 
more effective means of prevention,

Repairs 


During the year we had one room decorat- 
ed at North Fryeburg, had shelves built in 
the supply room, and had the fire chamber 
rebuilt in the furnace. At the Village 
School we found it necessary to have the 
septic tank cleaned, we were required to ob- 
tain a fire extinguisher for the annex and 
we purchased one of a capacity which could 
be used in the boiler roomof the new school, 
we purchased desks for one room in the new 
building, and took care of several items 
which were necessary to the operation of the 
new building. 


This year we need to replace the desks 
in grades three and four at North Fryeburg, 
and to keep our painting schedule we should 
have the halls decorated and the trim paint- 
ed outside. Considerable moisture runs down 
over the doors on the back of the new build- 
ing and we have had a shield built to remedy 
this situation. There is quite a bit of 
work left to complete the grading and land- 
scaping of the Village grounds and with this 
completion we should have a lawn mower, 
There is one other piece of equipment that 
seems essential to me. For five years my 
vacuum cleaner has been used to clean the 
walls of the North Fryeburg School and now 
that we have four more rooms of a similar 
type I feel it is time the school department 
had one of its own, 


There were a few responses’ to my plea 
for donations to make the Village Playgrounds 
complete, but I do wish to publicly express 
my appreciation to the Paugus Grange for its 
generous contribution. They had one activity 
and gave the proceeds to purchase a flag 
pole, an outside flag, and a classroom flag 
for each room in the new building. The bal- 
ance was used to purchase records which were 
used to teach folk dancing. 
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We were also pleased with the gift of a 
radio and record player combination from Mr, 
and Mrs. Harry Loyzelle. 


I am sure we were all pleased to see the 
Annex moved, and with the Hill Buildings 
cleared away one can see what the ultimate 
will be, 


School Improvement Account 


For over thirty years the town has 
raised money for the school improvement ac- 
count with little notice being given to it. 


When a schoolroom earns $10 it may re- 
ceive another $10 from the town and with 
this money purchase many of the needs that 
are not purchased in the general supplies. 
During the past year the teachers in the new 
building purchased a clock for each room, In 
the Grammar Building a piano was purchased, 
and at North Fryeburg one room used its im- 
provement money to go toward the purchase of 
a set of World Books. More often, however, 
the money is used, as reported to me this 
year, for biocks,; toys, bats, balls, work- 
books, magazines, tools, paints, and even 
materials for a party. 


Teachers and children like this plan. 
Please continue with it.

At that time there were 16 districts in 
town and the committee commented on each, 
Some quotes: 


"The whole number in District one is 13. 
Your committee are unable to state the 
exact length of the school, or the num- 
ber of scholars in attendance; owing to 
the failure of the teacher to return the 
register furnished her, as required by 
law, 


"District No. II: "The whole number in 
this district is 76. Whole number at- 
tending school 30. Average 17, There 
has been but one school in this district 
the past year, commencing August 15th 
and ending January 11th." 


In another District: "We notice with 
satisfaction her endeavors to teach her 
pupils to think for themselves. This is 
a matter of great consequence in teach- 
ing, and success depends upon it in no 
small degree; yet teachers fail here 
most frequently, being satisfied, too 
often, with a parrot-like repetition of 
words, without caring to know whether 
those words are understood or not," 


Another: "He is a good scholar, and has 
a high reputation as a teacher: but we 
are better pleased with his manner of 
teaching, than with the government of 
his school. The conditions of success 
in teaching is order and quiet; where 
these are not found there cannot be any 
great advancement in the studies pur- 
sued," 


Yet another: "The school was visited 
but once. It is sufficient to say that 
the recitations were tolerably good, but 
the order was not as good as it should 
have been," 
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Concluding statements: "We have called 
your attention to each school: We have 
felt a deep interest in the schools, and 
we have done what we could to improve 
them, but we feel compelled to say, they 
are not what they should be, and not what 
we hope they soon will be. We know of 
no reason why the schools of Fryeburg 
should not favorably compare with those 
of any town in the state, but we know 
from personal observation that such is 
not the fact." 


"If you would have competent teachers 
you must nay wages sufficient to secure 
competent teachers. You need not be told 
that many offering themselves as teach- 
ers are not qualified, and could not ob- 
tain certificates were the requirements 
of the law strictly adhered to. The law 
requires a good moral character, a capa- 
city for the government and dicipline of 
a school, and also a knowledge of Read- 
ing, Spelling, Writing, English Grammar, 
Geography, History and Arithmetic. Had 
your Committee refused certificates to 
all those deficient in some of these 
particulars half of the schools’ would, 
probably, have been without teachers." 


"We know the difficulty of obtaining 
suitable teachers for the small wages 
such districts can pay, but we are quite 
sure that a teacher who is. not worth 
more than $1.25 or $1.50 per week is in 
truth the most expensive one you can em- 
ploy." 


Conclusions 195): 


Today it is a custom among salesmen to 
take the number of pupils in school and 
multinly by five to obtain an estimate of 
the nonulation of a town, In Fryeburg we 
would have 08 times 5 or 2,040. This com- 
pares quite favorably with the 1950. census 
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of 1926. If you should apply this to the . 


figures of 185 you would be convinced that 
in those days they must have had large fami- 
lies, as 682 of 1523 were of school age, 


You will note that in one district with 
76 scholars only 30 attended school and the 
average attendance was 17, That was general 
in the report, so of the 682 total reported 
there were doubtless no more than 300 who 
attended school, with an average attendance 
of possibly 200. The school with the largest 
attendance was the Hardy District with 32, 
We have gonea long way in school attendance, 


After 100 years it is interesting to note 
that we will.still find it, difficult to con- 
vince some people that it is more important to 
teach children to think and have broad sub- 
jective minds, than it is _ to have parrot 
type recitations and children burdened with 
objective tyne resnonses, not knowing many 
times what it is all about, 


In noting the comment on the physical 
structure, we may now feel that after 100 
years we have fulfilled one request of the 
committee. Our schools now do compare favor- 
ably with the other towns in the state, 


Noting the remarks relative to teacher 
qualifications and salaries. In Fryeburg we 
are fortunate in having qualified teachers, 


but the generalization still is true when we 


consider teachers state wide, As to salar- 
ies I can only comment that we are now rais- 
ing for schools about 60 times as much, but 
teachers are getting only about 0 times as 
much, Again I may say that the statement, 
relative to the $1.50 teacher being the most 
expensive teacher to hire, is still true in 
a general way, but in Fryeburg we are fortu- 
nate in having teachers whose husbands part- 
ly support the home, thus making it possible 
for us to have good teachers without having 
to pay the maximum price,

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There are so many things to write about; 
the P., T. Aw fluoride program, the grading 
of the school grounds, work being done with 
the boys and girls in basketball and base- 
ball, the band, the music program, and hot 
lunches in addition to the very favorable 
work being done in the schoolrooms them- 
selves, that I will only say we are doing 
our best to give boys and girls a well 
rounded program and we certainly appreciate 
all of the outside assistance we are getting.
